Applicants have elected Gp. I of Paper No. 1 1 without traverse. 

The examiner is broadening the definition of the elected Group to include all of 
the variations of the right side group where Y 3 taken with Y 4 or Y 3 taken with X forms a 
ring. 

Thus applicants should reintroduce this into generic claim 71 . 

Claims 71-84 are rejected under 35 USC 112Jn claim 71, third page the 
definition of XY should be moved to the line after the definition of Y and "optionally" 
inserted before X-Y. In claim 72 "X is of is inapt. Claim 76, line 1 is inapt. Since the 
claim depends from claim 71 it is assumed that compounds are intended.
